Lack of Leadership Not of Patriotism. 

Are the people of Canada to be 
blamed? Is their patriotism to be chal- 
lenged? Is thelr willingness to sacri- 
fice to be challenged’? Are the people 
who, in the face of such mismanago- 
ment as has disgraced this country, 
military mismanagement as well as 
elvil, have sent nearly $50,000 men 
across the seas, to be challenged, or ts 
their patriotism to be called in ques- 
tion? L pay, no. It is not againat the 
people of a country which has sent so 
many men, which has sent such goou 
men, which has stood the sacrifices 
that Canada has made, that such a 
challenge can be thrown, It is because 
the Government has failed to give that 
feadership, that Inspiration, that direc- 
tion to our affairs, both elvil and mill- 
tary, that would enable that enthusi- 
asm, that spirit of sacrifice to still go 
forward, that the condition has arisen 
with which we find ourselves confront- 
ed today, 

Winning the War With Inefficient 

Weapons, 

My hon. friend has suggested that 
it is beneath the dignity of the people 
of Canada, that it would be a calam- 
ity to our country, if not to the im- 
pire and the worid, if the question of 
the efficiency of the weapon with 
which our soldiers were armed should 
be considered or discussed, or should 
be laid to the charge of the Govern- 
ment at the present time. Is that a 
light thing, is {t a fit subject for the 
laughter with which my hon, friend's 
very witty sallies were greeted on the 
other side of the House? Is it a sub- 
ject for laughter that we placed in 
the hands of our sons, our brothers or 
our fathers, a weapon that failed them 
in the hour of danger? Is it a light 
thing, I eay, that having the authority 
of a General of the British army that 
that. was the condition of affairs, we 
send division after division into the 
field to face the Germans armed with 
the same rifle and suffering the like 
losses, and keep that rifle until @ sec- 
ond general made a like report a year 
after the first report was made, and 
until we had lost thousands of men 
in Flanders, beginning with the battle 
of Langemarck and ending with the 
battle of Zillebeke? My hon, friend 
has, may I say, peculiar ideas as to 
what is matter for ght consideration. 
These are not light considerations, as 
far as I am concerned, And, charged 
as I have been in this House during 
past years with some measure or share 
of responsibility for the direction of 
the affairs of this country, the knowl: 
edge lies heavy on my soul that I did 
not take stronger measures to bring 
this state of affairs to the attention of 
the country ,and to cure that terrible 
condition sooner than it was cured, 

Charity to Soldiers’ Dependents, 

We are not to have an election be- 
cause if we have an election we shall 
not be able to collect for the Patriotic 
Fund, for the Belgian Reef Fund, for 
the Red Cross Fund, 

Is that a reason why the people of 
Canada should not enjoy the same 
right of self-government &s the people 
of any other part of the British Em- 
pire? Surely the reason given is not 
sufficient. We meed an election 80 
that we shall not have to gather 
money for the Patriotic Fund, so that 
we shall not have to pass the hat and 
dispense charity; charity to the de- 
pendants of those who are giving their 
lives for that Itberty that we profess 
to prize so highly, If there Is one 
thing of which more than ancther 
Canada should be ashamud in connec- 
tion with this war it is the fact that 
the dependants of its soldiers have ‘> 
rely on benevolence, on charity, for a 
considerable portion of thet whith jis 
necessary to thelr actual existence, l 
do not know what is the case in Bng- 
land, I find no fault with the cond!- 
tiens in any other country; Y care not 
what they may be. We owe the men 
who are fighting our battles a debt; we 
owe a debt to their dependants; aad 
we have not been paying that debt as 
we should have paid it. We should not 
dole out charity to the dependents of 
the men who are giving their lives; 
we should not send busybodies around 
to the houses of their women to find 
out whether they spend a dollar here 
or a dollar there, and threaten that if 
they do not spend to suit us what we 
have given them, they will be de- 
prived of our aid in the future, Sup- 
posing our men at the front were to 
take the same attitude as the gentle- 
men and ladies who dispense the Pa- 
triotie Fund and say: Wo will go over 
the tov if we like, and we will not if 
we do not like If thoy dealt by Wwe 
as we have dealt by thels dependants 
the credit of Canada would not stand 
so high in the estimation of the world 
We want a general election; put it up 
to the people of Canada whether or 
not they want to do the right thing by 
their own soldiers, We cannot get an 
assurance of that from the Govern- 
ment of the day. When such @ pro- 
posal was made to the Government we 
were told that it was a dilatory mo- 
tion, We were told that we were delay- 
ing the sending of men to fill up the 
battle Jine in France because we want- 
ed to get the assurance of the Govern- 
ment that the dependents of soldiers 
would be protected, 

An Election Not a Calamity, 

An election is spoken of "se @ calame 
ity something that will jo permanent 
injury to the country What has hap 
pened ‘to the people of Canada since 
19112? What has happened to the poo- 
ple of Canada, who have made such 
sacrifices as they have made in the 
years that have intervened, that they 
are not to be trusted to cast their bal- 
lota to express their opinions? Surely 
if any people In the world ever earned 
the right to govern themselves, the 
people of Canada have earned that 
right. Burely the people of Ganada 
have earned the right to do what they 
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have done by provinces in nearly every 
province since the war began, Why 
should not the same people in British 
Columbia, Alberta, Suskatchewan, 
Manitoba, Prince Bdward Island, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, *Quebec—in 
every province but one—why should 
not these same Canadians who are 
able to conduct their provincial elec- 
tions during Unis time of war without 
any catastrophe occuring to the coup. 
try—oh, I beg pardon, there was it 
catastrophe, and that was it. I undee- 
stand that that is how the calamity ts 
to occur, What happened in Mani- 
toba, what hapepned in New. Bruns: 
wick, what happened = in British Co- 
lumbia Is Hable to happen in the Do- 
minion and it would be a calamity that 
should happen? It was not & calamity 
that the people turned ths rascals out 
in British Columbia ,it Was not @ ca 
lamity to turn them out in Manitoba, 
it was not a calamity to turn them out

British Food Controller's Scheme 
To Regulate Prices And Cut 
Speculation. 


London, July 27.—Lord Rhondda, 
the food controller, outlining today 
the poticy he intends to follow to regu- 
late food prices and eliminnte profiteer- 
ing, said he intended to fix the prices 
of commodities of prime necessities 
over which he could obtain effective 
contro! at all stages from the  pro- 
ducer to the consumer. Every effort 
would be made to prevent speculation, 
and unnecessary middlemen would be 
eliminated; existing agencies would be 
utilized for the purpose of distribu- 
tion under license and under the con- 
trol of local food controllers appointed 
y the localities, 

Eliminate Profitecring. 

He proposed to eliminate profiteer- 
ing by fixing prices on the basis of 
prorwor profite. All flour mills would 
»@ taken over and worked on the 
Government account, the flour being 
sold to bakers at a uniform price and 
the bakers being expected to sell 
loaves at a maximum of fd, retai!, 
price and flour at a corresponding 


ate. ‘ 

British wheat will be purchased by 
millers at prices determined .by the 
Government, these prices over the year 
averaging 72 shillings a quarter, The 
prices charged to millers for both 
1ome and imported wheat would be 
lowor than the cost to the Government, 
and the difference would be made up 
by a subsidy from the exchequer, The 
policy of subsidies was only justifiable 
because of the impossibfity otherwise 
of reducing the cost of food to the 


poor, 
Reduction of Prices, 

Maximum prices-for cattle would be 
ftxed—74 shillings a hyndredweight in 
September; 72 shillings in October; 67 
in November and December, and 60 in 
January. This would enable the 
farmers to realize without serious loss 


and would reduce prices to the con- 


sumer, 

Dealers’ and butchers’ profits also 
would be controlled, Retail prices 
would be fixed by local committees, 
and arrangements.would be made for 
equitable distribution, The local au- 
thorities would be asked to appoint 
food control committees, including at 
least one representative of labor and 
one woman, these committees to be 
responsible for carrying out the regu- 
lations of the food controller, 

A new scheme of sugar distribu- 
tion, said Lord Rhondda, would be put 
into operation, and another important 
feature of the economic campaign 
would be the establishment of com- 
munal kitchens. 


CANADIAN GUNS 
SILENCE ENEMY 
IN HEAVY DUEL 


Counter Battery Work by Our 
Men Best Thing in the 
War 


Canadian Army Headquarters in 
France, July 27.—Our guns have at 
last definitely secured the upper hand 
on this part of the western front, The 
artillery actions by which this has 
been done have been in progress for 
several days. ; 

With the object of challenging our 
ascendency in guns, the enemy recent- 
ly brought up a battery of artillery 
attached to a Prussian guard division. 

These additional gunners were given 
practically unlimited supplies of am- 
munition, which they used for. the 
bombardment of our heavy artillery 
positions, They were good men and 
a duel took place between them and 
our guns in the Loos and Avion sec- 
ors, 

It has ceased now 

The counter-battery work of the 
British and Canadian gunners proved 


;too much even for the highly-trained 


artillery of the Prussian Guard, and 
their activity is now subnormal, Per- 
haps the question of shell supply had 
something to do with the lessening of 
the enemy fire. It is certain that the 
Germans are finding an _ increasing 
difficulty in replacing the projectiles 
used so prodigiously in these bursts of 
activity.

POLES OF ALBERTA MEET IN 
CONVENTION IN EDMONTON 
TO ESTABLISH ASSOCIATION 


Objects: Religious, Moral, Social, Educational—Central Organization 
With Local Branches—Meeting Held At Sacred Heart Church— 
Attended By 200 Delegates—Addressed By Rev. Fr. Kulawy, Hon. 


Wilfrid Gariepy, And Others. 


A Polish convention was held in the 
basement of the Sacred Heart church, 
Kinistino avenue, yesterday. The ob- 
ject of the convention was to establish 
a society for social purposes for the 
members of the nationality resident in 
Alberta. Upwards of two hundred 
were present Rev. Fr Kulawy,. 
spiritual director, presided, and the 
attendance also included Rev. Fr. 
Pilon, Sacred Heart Mission; Rev, Fr 
Sylla, secretary; Rev. Ir. Pander, 
Melville, Saskatchewan organizer; 
Hon, Wilfrid Gariepy, minister of mu- 
nicipal affairs; J. T. J. Collison and 
Joseph Driscoll, 

Organization Necessary. 

Rey. Fr. Kulawy, in opentng the 
proceedings, pointed out the absolute 
necessity of establishing «a Polish 6o- 
ciety in the province. It was, he said, 
particularly necessary, uncer present 
conditions. There were about five 
thousand Poles In Alberta and these 
were without organization cf any kind 
The contemplated association ould 
be purely social in its character and 
constitution and would have no politi- 
cal complexion or aims, 

Father Kulawy referred to the 
great Polish patriot and soldier 
Kosciusko, who was high!y appreciat 
ed by Washington, under whom he 
fought. Poland, he said, was a great 
nation, It always fought for liberty 
and had high ideals of nationality and 
freedom, but never was aggressive. 

Father Kulawy said that while pre- 
serving their nationality, their 
language and their customs, the Ca- 
nadian Poles were prepared to loyally 
abide by the constitution under which 
they lived. 

Hon, Wilfrid Garicpy. 

Hon. Wilfrid Gariepy said thay 
a minister of the provincial govérn- 
ment, he was very glad to be present 
at this gathering of the Polish people 
of Alberta. He was pleased to hear 
the expression of loyalty to the con- 
stitution from the reverend  chair- 
man, and he advised the afferent na- 
tionalities in the province to develop 
their ideals, customs and language, 80 
long as they complied with the re- 
quirements of the constitutién under 
which they lived. He urged them to 
remain united in their ideals and to 
develop a steady love for Canadian in- 
6titutions and the flag of the country. 

The: speech of the honorable gentle- 
man was enthusiastically received and 
was frequently punctuated by the ap- 
plause of the audience, who were very 
gind to have a minister of the provin- 
clal government present at their 
ineeting

Rey. Father Pilon addressed a few 
words of wel¢ome to the gathering as- 
sembled in his parish ait placed the 
' parochial hall at their disposal free of 
charge This announcement was 
heartily applauded,

The McArthur Farm. 

Mr. Stark went over J. D. McAr- 
thur’s farm of 1,500 acres at Spirit 
River. Mr. McArthur has 65 acres of 
wheat and an «qual amount of bariey 
growing on last year's breaking; those 
with the Government train, who have 
been all over the province, stated that 
the barley was easily the best they had 
seeen anywhere in the province, and 
the wheat the equal, if not better than 
anything they had seen up to that 
point.

He proposes that single 
persons enjoying an income of 
more than $2,000 per year and 
married persons having an_ in- 
come of more than $3,000 per year 
shall be asked.to contribute a 
modest 4 per cent. of the extra 
amount to the public treasury. 
On incomes exceeding $6,000, an 
additional 2 per cent. will be re- 
quired on the amount exceeding 
this sum. Incomes exceeding 
$10,000 are subject to a further 
super-tax on the amount in excess 
of that figure, and the scale of 
graduation continues in propor- 
tion until the man whose income 
is more than $100,000 per year will 
he required to contribute 25 per 
‘ent. of whatever he gets more 
than that. Dividends payable on 
Government bonds are not to be 
counted in computing income for 
the purposes of the tax. And those 
liable for the already existing busi- 
ness tax will be excused this in 
considerationof paying the income 
levy. As an income tax there is 
no fault to be found with the new 
measure, except that the tax rate 
is ridiculously out of proportion to 
the ability of the payers and the 
needs of the situation. But as a 
substitute for the conscription of 
wealth it will deceive nobody; 
least of all the profiteer, whose 
ill-gotten millions are left un- 
touched, :

| Conscription In U.S. | 
———____ —-—________+ 


During consideration of the Con- 
scription Bill in committee of the 
whole in the House of Commons on 
July 12th, the following discussion 
took place: 

(From Hansard) 

Mr. Michaud: I read in this morn- 
ing’s papers that the consumption of 
wheat, beef and bacon in Canada 
should be reduced by one-third, 

I would suggest that it should be 
increased by one-third, and for that 
purpose I believe we should take the 
farmer's son into cunsideration., Under 
this Act are members of the local and 
appeal tribunals to be provided with 
information by the Government in 
reference to farming products when 
an applicant appears before the 
board? Where will the board get its 
information in regard to the man on 
the farm? 

Mr. Meighen: From the Bill; chiefly 
from paragraph (a) of subsection 1, 
section 11, and also from such Iinfor- 
mation ag may be sent him under the 
provision of this Bill by the central 
appeal judge, who will render all the 
assistance possible to the tribunals in 
the application of the provisions of the 
Bill which provide for the exemption 
of men necesary for agriculture and 
other purposes in the national interest. 

Mr. Oliver: I took the liberty ot 
discussing this clause at some length 
On @ previous occasion. I now desire 
tu take advartage of the copy of the 
United States law, which wag laid on 
the Table, for the purpose of support- 
ing and emphasizing the position 1 
took in regard to what was to me the 
evident purpose of this section, which 
was not related to a fair conscription 
of the man-power of the country, The 
parallel section of the United States 
Act reads as follows: 

Sec.4. That the Vice-President of 
the United States, the oificers, legis- 
lative, executive and judicial, of the 
United States, and of the several 
States, Territories, and the District 
of Columbia, regular or duly ordain- 
ed ministers of religion, students 
who at the time of the approval of 
this Act are preparing for the min- 
istry in recognized theological or 
divinity schools, and all persons in 
tho military and naval service of the 
United States, shall be exempt from 
the selective draft herein prescribed. 

And nothing in this Act contained 
shall be construed to require or 
compel any person to serve in any 
forces herein provided for who is 
found to be a member of any well- 
recognized religious sect or organiz- 
ution at present organized and ex- 
isting and whose existing creed or 
principles forbid its members to 
participate in war in any form, and 
whose religious convictions § are 
against war or participation therein 
in accordance with the creed or 
principles of said religious organiza- 
tions, but no person so exempted 
shall be exempted from service in 
any capacity that the President shall 
declare to be non-combatant. 

And the President is hereby auth- 
orized to exclude or discharge from 
said selective draft and from the 
draft under the second paragraph of 
section 1 hereof for partial military 
service only from those liable to 
draft as in this Act provided persons 
of the following classes: County 
and municipal officials; customhouse 
vlerks; persons. employed -by the 
United States in the transmission of 
the mail; artificers and workmen 
employed in the armouries, arsenals, 
and navy yards of the United States, 
and sych other persons employed in 

‘the service of the United States as 

the President may designate; pilots; 
mariners actually employed in the 
sea service of any citizen or mer- 
chant within the United States, 

Persons engaged in industries, in- 


cluding agriculture, found to be 
necessary to the maintenance of the 
military establishment cr the effec- 
tive operation of the military 
forces; or the mairtenance of 
national interests during the 
emergency; those in a status 


With respect to persons dependent 
upon them for support which ren- 
ders their exclusion or discharge ad- 
visavle; and those found to be physi- 
cully or morally deficient. 

No exemption or exclusion shall 
coutinue when a cause therefor no 
longer exists, 

It will be observed that this provis- 
son of the United States Act covers, in 
a great measure, the same exemptions 
ag are covered specifically in this pro- 
vision of section 11 of the Act we ure 
vonsidering, but it differs from section 
11 on the very points I raised, and in 
suppert of which I expressed myself 
somewhat strongly. The conditions of 
the United States being more closely 
parallel to those in Canada I think we 
might fairly look to the law of the 
United States for guidance in dealing 
with our conditions here; and as the 
legislators of the United States had the 
udvantage of the British law, and 
teached the conclusion they did—a 
conclusion that is vastly different in its 
vperation from the law we are now 
discussing—TI contend that my position 
has very good support. 

The first difference between section 
1: and this provision of the United 
States Act to which I wish to draw 
uttention is that there is ad very inuch 
sreater specification of exemption. T 
impressed upon the hon. minister the 
desirability of making more specific 
exemptions, He refused to make those 
*xemptions, and demanded that 1 
should give him even one exemption, 
{ have quoted from the United States 
Act, and he is at liberty to consider 
that all the exemptions in the United 
States Act would be proper exemptions 
to be included in our Act, 

The next difference to which T wish 
tu draw attention is that in the United 
States Act there is no provision paral- 
Je} to paragraph (b) of subsection 1, 
section 11, a provision of our Act, 
which IT have taken the liberty of say- 
ing has been inserted in the Bill for 
the purpose of using it as a threat of 
compulsory military service, as a 
means of securing labor for friends of 
the Government engayeu in industrial 
enterprises in Canada, There is no 
such nrovision in the United States 
act. 

The other feature I desire to draw 
attention to is that the tribunals or- 
ganized under the United States Act 
ure subject in their decisions to regu- 
lations framed by the President. They 
will be directed by the responsible 
authorities of the country, and I am 
one of those old-fashioned people who 
believe in responsible government, 1 
believe in the Government of our 
country being responsible for its acts 
ef administration, particularly so 
where life and liberty and right are at 
slake. The efforts of the Bill to divest 
cur Government of responsibility for 
Whatever action may be taken by the 
tribunals is not a policy that appeals 
'o my mind as being sound from any 
point of view, and I direct the atten- 
tion of the House to the fact that it is 
not the system adopted in the United 
States, The l"resident of the United 
States is held responsible for ihe regu- 
lations under which exemptions will 
be granted by the local irivunals. 

Another difference {s that certain of 
the exemptions are to be dealr with by 
what might be called the inferior tri 
bunals Another class of exemptions 
(those included in the 4th paragraph 
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of the United States exemptions) is to 
be dealt with by what we will call the 
eppeal tribunals only. The reason for 
that distinction is very obvious, and I 
maintain that it ig a wise distinction. 

From beginning to end the purpose 
of the United States Act {Is plain on its 
face. That purpose is to raise so many 
men, to raise them on a baris of popu- 
lation and to raise them wit! the object 
in view of finding men for the fighting 
line. It is because the Bill before the 
House differs from the United States 
Bill in those particulars that I, as a 
member of this House, object to it, 
and object to it most strongly. I took 
the liberty of saying that in my opin- 


ton the provisions of the Bill as we! 


have it before us Were as they were 
with the distinct idea in mind of the 
Government not to administer the Bill 
with a viow to laying an equal burden 


oz service upon all the people of Can- | 


ada, and I further took the liberty of 
saying that that was made absolutely 
evident by the fact that no provision 
was contained in the Bill requiring 
such equality of service, I have read 
to the House the section of the Ameri- 
can Act regarding exemptions. But 
the section concludes with a proviso 
as follows: 

Provided, that notwithstanding 
the exemptions enumerated herein, 
each State, Torritory, and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia shall be required 
to supply its quota in the proportion 
that its population bears to the total 
population of the United States, 

Mr. Oliver: I do not wish to pursue 
the discussion, but I again ask the 
minister to state as shortly as possible 
the speci‘ic reason why the proviso of 
the United States Act does not appear 
in connection with the Bill. 

Mr. Meighen: Because we in Canada 
prefer to regard the whole of Canada 
as one nation. In the United States it 
is more a collection of states, and their 
constitution is based on that principle. 
Here we are not a collection of prov- 
inces; we are one nation divided into 
provinces only for the purposes of the 
local jurisdiction. 

Mr. Oliver: If that is the reason it 
is not a good reason, because if there 
is o distinction in parts of the United 
States on account of geographical or 
ether considerations, these considera- 
tions are very much more marked in 
Canada, and, indeed, it is because of 
those distinctions, geographical and 
other, that Canada is a Confederation 
today, instead of being a country. We 
bave the Federal system in Canada as 
they have it in the United States, but 
my hon. friend, in this Rill. sees fit to 
ignore the existence of the federal 
system in Canada, and, I am compell- 
ed to say, with a purpose which would 
be absolutely prevented if this provis- 
ion were adopted, with the absolute 
purpose of not having an equal en- 
forcement of the act as between the 
different sections of the country.

On Question Of Road Improve- 
ment And Willing To 
Co-Operate. 


The fifteen auto owners of the Bon 
Accord district are interested in good 
roads and in the roads being kept in 
good repair all the year so that they 
fan get a maximum use out of their 
uuto investment. Like other auto 
owners they are in favor of the elimin- 
ation of ruts before they have a chance 
to deepen and become mud holes, The 
Ben Accord automobile owners are 
behind the twenty auto owners of 


‘}the Namao diafrict in urging for the 


maintenance of the road from Namao 
to Edmonton in as near perfect con- 
dition as it is possible to keep it. 

Owing to the traffic getting treavier 
and more vehicles using the road aa it 
nears the city the stretch of road from 
Turnip Lake to the pavement of Al- 
berta avenue is usually the worst fea- 
ture of the trip to the city. 

Not only the auto owners but the 
farmers who drive single horses and 
even heavy loaded wagons should be 
willing to co-operate in any mofe to 
improve and maintain in an improved 
condition thig stretch of road, the 
surface of which has sub-sojl from the 
ditch which was dug some years ago 
to drain the road and make the road 
possible, 

Some of the pioneers of Bon Accori 
well remember the early days before 
Turnip Lake was drained and a three 
or five mile Re Weaeey: had to be 
made to get td to While the road 
now js much better than it used to be 
yet it is far from being as good as it 
should be. 

By united co-operation of all con- 
cerned and a working together of the 
farmers, who drive autos or teams or 
even single horses, with the members 
of the Edmonton Automobile Club, 
who frequently run out on this road, a 
strong pressure could be brought to 
bear on the city, local improvement 
district and provincial government to 
devise some eystematic way of keeping 
this stretch of six miles of road near 
the city in euch shape that there will 
be delight in the hearts of all who use 
the road, 

The more travel, the more wear and 
the more ruts, but also the more travel 
the more need for keeping the road 
smooth and in shape every day of the 
year.

Disappearance of Don Sebastian 
There is a legend in Po 


July 28, 1679, will some day return to 
claim the throne. A great many peo- 
ple believe this story, aud they are 
not all of the ignorant class either. 
Don Sebastian disappeared from the 
face of the earth as if removed by 4 
miracle. This enthusiastic young 
king, who was only twenty-two years 
old, decided to engage in a military 
expedition against Morocco and gath- 
ered the flower of ‘his army for this 
foolhardy enterprise, His friends and 
advisors strongly counseled against 
such an undertaking, but, being young 
and stubborn, he had his way. He 
landed with his army on the coast of 
Morocco and after several days en- 
countered the Moors at Alcazar. He 
pertormed remarkable Jevuds of dai- 
ing during the fight. Despite his able 
‘eadership, te was utterly Gefeated. 

It is said that hardly fifty men of his 
army escaped alive, A body, gaid to 
ve his, was rendered up by the Moors, 
and buried at Balem; but the fact v. 
hts death, nevertheless, remained 
doubtful. His countrymen, who ad- 
mired and loved him, considered him 
as having mysteriously disappeared, 

and the idea took possession of them 
that he would some day re-appear and 
resume his throre, Strange to say, 
this notion continued in vigor after 
the expiration of the time in which 
the natural life of Sebastian must 
have come to an end, This belief ai- 

most became a religious cne and was

| i Vegetable Crop | 


The fruit commissioner's branch of 
the Dominion department of agricul- 
ture has issued the following report 
regarding conditions of the vegetable 
crop in Canada in July: 

POTATOES 


British Columbia—Tho acreage is 
estimated at about 6 per cent. Increase 
over an average crop, The plants are 
looking especially healthy and give 
promise of a heavy yield. 

Alberta—An average crop is tooked 
for in this province. 

Saskatchewan—There is a substan- 
tial increase in the plartings. It is too 
early to estimate the yield. 

Manitoba—Indication now for a full 
average crop. 

Ontario—In no case has a decrease 
in the acreage been reported from any 
commercial district. It is estimated 
that the acreage is considerably more 
than last year and from 6 per cent. to 
10 per cent, above the average. Pres- 
ent indications are for a yield per acre 
considerably above the average, 

Quoebec—An increase in acreage is 
reported with prospects for a yield 
above the average. Some early plant- 
ings on low land were destroyed by 
rain and continued cool weather, but 
these have been replanted with late 
varieties, 

New Brunswick—There has been a 
20 per cent. increase for the acreage 
planted, with prospects of a normal 
yield per acre, 

Nova Scotia—Some districts report 
increased planting of from 25 to 35 
per cent. The province on the whole 
Is expected to show a substantial in- 
crease both in acreage and yield. 

Prince Edward Island—This prov- 
ince also reports increased acreage of 
from 10 to 15 per cent., and, in addi- 
tion to this, spraying is much more 
general. With favorable weather con- 
ditions a large crop should be har- 


vested, 
ONIONS 

Commercial onion growing is prac- 
tically confined to the provinces of 
British Columbia, Ontario and Quebec, 
For the past five years there has been 
imported into Canada from the United 
States alone an average of 11,444,000 
pounds of varieties and quality similar 
to those produced in Canada. The fol- 
lowing is an estimate by provinces: 
‘ British Columbia—tTohere is an in- 
crease in acreage of from 35 to 50 per 
cent. above average, with a decrease 


in yleld per acre of from 15 to 20 per 
cent. on account of damage by cut 
worms and maggots. 

Ontario—There has been an in- 
crease in acreage of at least 25 per 
cent. A normal yield per acre is ex- 
pected, 


Quebec—All reports indicate a crop 
slightly above normal. 

Note—The above refers to com- 
mercial vegetable growing In adition 
to this it must be remembered that the 
request for increased production has 
met with a magnificient response. 
Weather ‘conditions have been most 
favorable and although figures are not 
yet available {it is generally agreed 
that the quality produced in vacant 
and back-yard gardens will in the ag- 
gregate be a considerable factor in the 
situation. It is estimated that of the 
total acreace planted in this way 50 
per cent. is growing potatoes, which in 
many districts are expected-to yield 
600 bushels per acre. 


MORE ELEVATORS 
FOR ALLIANCE 
There will be at least two more 
grain elevators erected in Alliance 
this summer. The Alberta Farmers 
Co-Operative Elevator Company, Ltd,, 
will commence the construction of a 
60,000 bushel elevator here in a few 
weeks, and it is understood that sev- 
eral other elevator companies are 
ready to build as soon as the railway 
company provides suitable sites and 
trackage for them.—Alliance Times,

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SAVE EVERY SCRAP OF FOOD AS 
PATRIOTIC DUTY TO THE ALLIES 


— 


Leona R, Barrett, Provincial Secretary of the U.F.W.A, Appeals to 
Members of Local Olubs to Practice Patriotism—Expresses In- 
dignation at Disclosures of High Cost of Living Commission, 


An appeal to the United Farm Wo- 
men of Alberta is made by Leona R. 
Barrett, provincial secretary, in regard 
to the handling of the food supply of 
the home as part of the campaign to 
conserve the food supply of the nations 
of the world so that the allies might 
win in the war. Indignation is ex- 
pressed at the disclosures of the High 
Cost of Living Cominission, The local 
clubs of the United Farm Women of 
Alberta asked to discuss the problems 
of food conservation in a practical and 
patriotic way and encourage action to 
save the food supply: 

Appeal to Non-Services 

The woman who is handling the 
food supply in the home is equal in 
importance to the man who handles 
the gun on the battlefield, The tri- 
umph of the soldier depends upon the 
efficiency with which you as house- 
wives, conserve the food supplies su 
that hunger be not added to the ranks 
of the foe. We are a beaten people 
if we allow a serious food shortage to 
develop, Whether or not we go hungry 
and suffer defeat ls now up to you as 
women, Such is the appeal to the 
women of the United States from one 
who is an authority on the great food 
question, 

Now what position are we United 
Farm Women going to take in regard 
to this food shortage? Are we going 
to be slackers? The consequences are 
so momentous that greatness and dig- 
nity is lent to the humblest effort; and 
if we have ever felt that household 
tasks were drudgery, we have now an 
opportunity to make them divine, 

Mr. Hoover, the food controller of 
the United States, a man universally 
respected for the wonderful work he 
did as head of the Relief commission 
for Belgium, asks his .countrywomer 
among other things: 

Mottoes for U.S. 

“To stop and ask, ‘Can it be used?’ 
before throwing any food away. 

Stop catering to different appetites. 

No second helpings. 

One meatless day a week. 

One wheatless meal a day, 

No butter in cooking-use substitutes. 

No young meat of any sort, 

Food Controller Hanna has asked 
um to redyice by one-third our cuon- 
sumption of wheat, bacon and beef. 
Instead of wheat we can substitute 
rclied.oais and cornmeal, As present 
prices are, if does not mean any re- 
duction in cost, but it does mean a 
conservation of wheat. This does not 
entail any hardship, for we shall be 
healthier for a more liberal use of the 
coarser grains, If understand tnat a

committee of experts are working ana 
scheme by which we can secure the 
desired results and I have asked the 
farm papers to publish the recommen- 
dations of this committee as soon as 
they are made public. These will tell 
us what foods to substitute, and the 
proportions. 
Duty to Save 

Aga there are no means of enforcing 
these regulations, we shall be on our 
honor to carry them-out. | As individ- 
uals, T believe that the majority of us 
Will conform; and as an organization 
we should make it as much of a duty 
as Red Cross. It is the wish of the 
executive that the clubs make the 
conservation of food a matter of dia- 
cussion, and your secretary would ba 
glad to know the decisions arrived at, 

Let us redouble our efforts to use 
every scrap of bread, every bit of
